He referred 
to the report on reorganization of the 
fifty-eight organizations of the Nor- 
thern Baptist denomination submit- 
ted by a committee headed by Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick at the national con- 
ference last May. 


ROCKEFELLER’S DISCLAIMER 

The statement issued from Mr. 
Rockefeller's office follows: 

“About three years ago Raymond 
B. Fosdick was appointed by the Nor 
thern Baptist Convention as chair- 
man of a committee to study the 
business methods of the various 
boards of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. The inquiry had nothing 
whatever to do with either the doc- 
trines of the liturgy of the church 
and related altogether to the em- 
clency and economy of the business 
methods of the various church eoct- 
eties.

FOSDICK’S SUGGESTION 

“The work of the committee was 
entirely that of Mr. Fosdick and his 
associates. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
had nothing whatever to do with pre- 
paring the report, never saw it, and 
has not taken and will not take any 
steps with reference to the adoption 
or nonadoption of this report or any 
other plan of reorganization of the 
church at forthcoming conventions 
of the denomination.” 

The report suggested the merging 
of the Woman's American Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society with the Ameri- 
can Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
and the consolidation of the Women's 
Home Mission body with the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Mission Society, 
with single executive heads for each 
of the organizations.

CHICAGO, March 11. e — Belie?

partment of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany.” 

The attitude of Northern 4 
leaders was expressed by Dr. W. K. 
Bowler of New York City, executive 
secretary of the board of missionary 
co-operation of the Northern Bap- 
tists. 

DISPUTE COMPOSED 

“T have the impression from my 
travels recently through all parts of 
the country that the modernist-fun- 
damentalist and other controversies 
which have disturbed our denomina- 
tion in the few years have prac- 
tically died out in all sections,” he 
said. “In view of this situation, we 
can mot any attempts to stir up 
further co~troversy at this time with 
silence.” 

The keynote of the meeting was 
sounded by Dr. James Whitcomb 
Brougher of Oakland, Cal. president 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
when he said:

Cole, Center in Divorce 
Row, Goes Abroad With 
Bride From Pasadena 


NEW YORK, March 11. (Exclustve) 
The departure on the steamship 
Lafayette of Mr. and Mrs. Willis 
Vernon Cole revealed for the first 
time to more than his intimate 
friends that the former Christian 
Science practitioner, sculptor, poet 
and now novelist, who was the cen- 
ter of a divorce scandal four years 
ago, had remarried. 

Mr. Cole. now described as the 

president of the Writers’ Guild, was 
named as co-respondent in an - 
tion for divorce brought by Harold 
Osterhoudt at White Plains in April. 
1922. The then Mrs. Osterhoudt, who 
had met him when he was leader 
of the Twelfth Church of Christ, 
Scientist, was described in the testi- 
mony as having “dearied and dollied 
and hugged and kissed“ with the re- 
ligious leader. They were further 
charged with indiscretions at Mr 
Cole's home on Long Island. 
A decade before, Mr. Cole had 
gained prominence as the principal 
in a test case brought by the 
County Medical Society to restrain 
Christian Science healers from prac- 
ticing without a medical license. 
After a five-year fight the Chris- 
tian Scientists won. 

As a result of the Osterhoudt 
case, it developed today, Mr. Cole 
was divorced by his wife, also & 
Christian Science practitioner. A 
year and a half ago he went abroad 
and appeared to have settied there 
permanently 
Recently he returned to this coun-

ROCKEFELLER’S DISCLAIMER 


The statement issued from Mr. 
Rockefeller’s office follows: 

“About three years ago Raymond 

B. Fosdick was appointed by the Nor 
thern Baptist Convention as chair- 
man of a committee to study the 
business methods of the various 
boards of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention.

There is a bill now before the California 
State Legislature which, if it becomes a 
law, will make it economically practicable 
for men and women of wealth to die as 
well as live in the State of their choice and 
not seek alien but tax-friendly communities 
wherein to maintain their legal residence 
and have their estates administered. 

The proposed act is labeled “Genate Bill 
No. 704,” which is easier to remember than 
the long preamble which otherwise identi- 
fies the law submitted by Senator Harry 
Chamberlin, sponsored by the California 
Taxation Improvement Association and 
which has the indorsement of banking, trust 
and business interests throughout the State.
